Upponents Say They Have the 
Governor Beaten 


But Dix Declares He’s in Race 
to Stay--Murphy Significant- 
_ly Says Convention Will Be 
“Open” —Dix and Wilson in 
a Clash.

Syracuse, N. Y., September 30.—The 
night before the democratic state con- 
vention scheduled to meet here tomor- 
row found a sharply drawn issue over 
the renomination of Governor Dix. Ail 
day opponents of the governor massed 
their forees around the headquarters 
Charles F. Murphy, leader of Tam- 
tiuny Hall, to urge him to withdraw 
his support from the, governor. They 
claimed tonight have won a vic- 
tory. They asserted the governor 
would not be renominated and the 
availability of other candidates\ was 
being considered, 

Justice Victor J. Dowling, of New 
York, and Congressman William Sulzer 
were said to be the leading candidates 
in opposition to Governor Dix. 

The forces fighting for Governor 
Dix’s renomination were no less active 
making the strug- 
The governor hear- 
tened his followers late today when 
he sent a telephone message from Al- 
bany declaring unqualifiedly that his 
name would go before the convention 
and that he would not withdraw. 

Significant Remark by Murphy. 

Mr. Murphy remained in his head- 
quarters most of the day conferring 
with leaders. He remarked signifi- 
cantly this evening that the convention 
would undoubtedly have many candi- 
dates. Those chose Murphy said he 
had talked today of the availability 
qf Justice Dowling and Congressman 
Sulzer and from this they inferred he 
might recede from his support of Gov- 
ernor Dix. 

Nominations for the state ticket 
not expected until Thursday. 

The Tammany braves, more than a 
thousand strong, came to town to- 
night with a blare of brass bands and 
prepared to whoop things up.

Albany, N. Y., September 30.—Gov- 
ernor Dix today issued a statement in 
reply to that of Governor Wilson, is- 
sued last night, in which the presi- 
dential candidate called on the dele- 
gates to the state demecratic conven- 
tion at Syracuse to choose as candi- 
date fd® governor “a progressive man 
af the kind to be his own master.”

‘If there is any misrepresentation 
of Governor Wilson's remarks to im- 
press the public that he does not de- 
sire my renomination, I am frank to 
say that after the reported interview 
in Syracuse the fault is with the press 
and not.with him, as his personal let- 
ters to me express a very different at- 
titude.”

AND CURRENCY THIS WEEK 


of 10,000 coins and 
currency—coins of all | 
ages antedating the birth of Christ | 
to the United States postal savi Ings | 
bank notes just issued fresh and crisp | 
from the treasury department—is’ being :

“This not a hobby with me,” ex-} 
plained Ferran Zerbe, a member of the! 
United States government assay com- | 
mission and recognized as one of the | 
leading numismatic authorities of the) 
world. “I have ‘been collecting for 
thirty years, and while I have coins 
and paper currency illustrating the | 
medium of exchange of all periods and 
people, I make no claim that the ex- 
hibit is complete. The British museum 
collection numbers 450,000 and 
it is far from being complete.” 

Progress of World Seen, 

The progress of the financial. world 
Can be seen in the rare collection 
which Mr. Zerbe will show in Atlanta 
every day during the week. In addi- 
tion to the educational and historical 
value of some of the coins they recall 
hundreds of odd tales, legends of wy- 
gone dynasties and histories of de- 
parted conquerors, whose only record 
is told in their profiles stamped on the 
coins struck during their reigns. 

“The Widow's Mite,’ the coin of the 
Bible times, the shekel, current at the 
time of Christ, are there, and the bank 
note of the United States treasury de- 
partment of the denomination 
$4,000,000, issued to the order of J. 
Pierpont Morgan. & Co., to pay the 
French claims onthe Panama canal. 
There are the crude early coins and 
the finely-modeled characters of Greek 
and Roman currency, which, in their 
latter day, show marked deterioration. 
There are numbered in the collection 
pleces of papal currency, issued when 
the pope held temporal sway, contrast- 
ing with the currency mediums of 
strangely-shaped pieces of metal, stone, 
shell, clay, leather, rubber, used by 
the savage races, and the ‘pieces of 
eight,” made famous in the tales of 
blood of the Spanish main. 

From 34,000,000 to Half Cent. 

The coins represent currency in 
use 5,000 years. The largest plece of 
bank paper written for a legitimate 
purpose was the $4,000,000 check tc J. 
Pierpont Morgan & Co., and the tintest 
is a check written by Mr. Zerbe for 
half cent on the Virginia National 
bank. The transaction was made for 
the purpose of having a record with 
the collection,, and .the Virginia Nha- 
tional bank Was selected because ,.ts 
checks are the smallest in size in the 
United States. The largest-sized check 
in the collection was drawn on the 
Miami Valley bank. she paper meas- 
ures 12x18 inches. 

There is one piece in the collection 
that stands out very prominently, and 
attracts more attention possibly than 
all the rest. It is a coin that was 
never counterfeited. It is the “tortise 
piece,” so called for the reptile tmage 
it bore, that was considered sacred by 
Greeks of Ageina, of 800 B. Cc. The 
government could use the image with- 
out sacrilege and its genuineness was 
guaranteed. 

The coin which gave Henry VIII. of 
England the _ sobriquet. of “Copper 
Nose’ is another interesting feature 
of the exhibit. Henry was decidedly 
vain, and to give the coins of his realm 
a rich appearance he ordered copper 
mixed with the silver, with the result 
that when the coin began to wear the 
prominent nose assumed a copperish 
tinge, and hie subject had many a 
laugh at the expense of “Old Copper 
Nose Henry.” 

Chinese Coins Shown. 

The rise and fall of the Chinese dy- 
nasty is reflected in the bright new 
coins of the new republic, just issued, 
and the curious-shaped pieces which 
one would never recognize as being 
money. There is the old bamboo money 
cut from cane, and the rare "pieces 
shaped to resemble clothes, and used 
only in;:the purchase of wearing ap- 
parel, The modern Chinese cotns show 
the flags of the new republic of China. 
and the words, “The New Republic of 
China,’ are stamped in English. 

The currency of the United States, 
samples of practically all the cotns 
that have passed as currency, from the 
days in which English, Dutch, Spanish 
was in circula- 
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exhibit. Contrary to the popular belief, 
there was a coin tasued by the contil- 
nental congress in revolutionary war 
times. This includes the California 
currency, used in exchange for gold, 
civil war and paper panic money, to 
the present day.

There is shown among the others 
currency of the “wild cat period,” 
when anyone could issue bills of any 
denomination. In those days $6, $7 and 
$$ bills were common, but $)1 bills 
were scarce. 

The exhibit contains more than 300 
specimens of currency issued in Geor- 
gia as far back as 1862. In 1862 the 
city of Atlanta issued a $2 bank note, 
one of which forms a part of the Geor- 
ga notes, along with 26-cent‘and 50- 
cent notes of the Western and Atlantic 
railroad.

One of the Greek coins in the collec- 
tion. of date 325 B. C., is adorned with 
a fine likeness of Alexander the Great, 
and the image of Ptolmey, the builder 
of the great pyramids, gazes from an 
Egyptian coin.

London, October 1.—Balkan difficul- 
ties have developed with alarming 
rapidity to a point where only a spark is 
needed to set the whole of southeastern 
Europe aflame. Three Balkan states— 
Bulgaria, Servia and Greece—by com- 
mon consent have ordered simultane- 
ous mobilization o¢ their armies and 
are making every preparation for im- 

. . ° 
mediate hostilities. 

Two possible explanations are offer- 
ed, the first that a coalition of the 
Balkan states exists for the purpose of 
demanding from Turkey, before she 
has time to conclude peace with Italy, 
the grant of complete autonomy to the 
Macedonian provinces; the second, that 
fearing Turkey will seek an issue 
from her difficulties at home and 
abroad in war, they are preparing 
themselves for a possible attack. 

Everything now seems to depend on 
whether the great powers will be able 
to bring sufficient pressure to bear to 
prevent the outbreak of hostilities and 
preserve the status quo in the Bal- 
kans. Today's developments appear 
fully to confirm the existence of a 
military understanding between Bul- 
garia, Servia, Greece and Montenegro 
directed against Turkey.

Dear Sir: 

Your two communications written 
vesterday and the one today referring 
to tie reinstatement of: Conductor J. 
T. Paschal, and which was the subject 
matter of our conference held in your 
office on Saturday afternoon, 14th 
inst.. have been received and carefully 
considered. Your § first and second 
letters did not set out clearly what 
your decision was, but we understand 
from your communication of today that 
our request is dented. 

We cannot accept vour decision 
final aml as the matter has 
Placed‘in your hands by the Genera! 


Manager to adjust, we urderstand that 


we have the Company's final reply. 
Therefore, there seems only,vone course 
left open for us, which is to submit 
the case to the membership for them 
to decide our future course. However. 
inasmuch as the Conductors and Train- 
men are federated on this system, we 
have decided, tirst to convene the fed- 
erated committee and lay our case be- 
fore that committee. As soon as an 
officer of that organization ana@ com- 
mittee has convened, we will ask you 
for a further conference to advise vou 
of the decision reached by the Fed- 
erated* Board. 

In our first communication to vou 
yesterday 1 advised you that as svon 
as we received your final answer in 
writing, giving your decision in the 
case at issue, we would answer your 
communication and advise vou whether 
Or not we would accept your decision. 

In your communication yesterday, | 
notice several places where I am 
quoted incorrectly, and I wish to call 
your attention to these statements and 
will correct them. 

| said that no offiedal could succeed 
Without the co-operation and support 
of those under him—that unless the 
men had confidence in their superiors 
aud felt and knew that favoritism and 
discrimination was not practiced, that 
it had heen conceded by almost aj! 
fair-minded officials, that his success 
was hopeless. And I did not believe 
you would claim that you were an ex- 
ception. Your answer to this state- 
ment was—That “You are right, and ig 
1 felt that I did not have the support 
of my Conductorg, I would resign as 
Superintendent.” But 1 did not say, 
that the Conductors would withhold 
their support and co-operation from 
You. 

l tokid you, however, that if we failed 
to reach a satisfactory settlement (vou 
having failed to convince us that there 
was no merit in Mr. Paschal’s case) 
there was only one course left for us 
tQ@ Pursue, and that was to let the men 
wnom we represent decide for us what 
action we should take. I presume this 
is what you refer to as “threats.” 

We agree just.as heartily as vou do 
that the Conductors employed on the

Therefore, on July 19, as a matter 
of record, Mr. Paschal was charged 
by his General Manager with violating 
your Bulletin of November 14, 1911, 
and the National Law, AND NOTHING 
MORE. However, he is now charged 
by you with also violating Rule 132. 

We claim that the Bulletin. issued 
Nov. 14th, 1911, supersedes and amends 
Rule 132, inasmuch as it is addressed 
to Engineers, Firemen, Conductors 
and Trainmen, and it confers no power 
on the Conductor or any other indl- 
vidual therein, to arbitrarily decide 
the question. It is addréssed to the 
members .ndividually, and specifically 
and places the responsibility on men 
individually. If it were addressed to 
the Conductor alone, or if it were ad- 
dressed to all four classes and then 
specified that the Conductor would be 
held responsible for seeing that it was 
carried out, it would be entirely differ- 
ent. There is not a line in it that 
recognizes the Conductor's authority 
to arbitrarily decide when that time 
has been reached, and consequently it 
seems to us that holding him responsi- 
ble for violation on the part of others 
is far-fetched and unfair. 

We were told by you in conference 
that he was not charged with violating 
the law himself, therefore it is not fair 
to now charge him with doing so. Wé 
understand he was on the siding with 
the switches closed seven minutes be- 
fore the sixteen hours was up. 

We note what you say relative to the 
Georgia R. R. equipping its line with 
telephone system—‘“Thus the Bulletin 
instructions to report to dispatcher 
could have been easily carried out, and 
his failure to do so {s without excuse 
or reason.” . 

Under date of Feby. 12th, 1912, the 
Interstate Commerce Commission made 
a ruling on the “Hours of Service 
Law.” which reads in part as follows: 

“Neither under the act nor under 
the ruling of the Commission can @ 
carrier employ regularly for the pur- 
pose of sending, receiving or deliver- 
ing orders affecting the movement of 
trains, a trainman who has been on 
duty longer than the limit fixed for a 
telegraph or ‘telephone operator. The 
proviso of the iaw applies t) an oper- 
ator, train dispatcher or other em- 
ployee, and a trainman who, by the 
Rules of the Company, is required to 
send, receive or deliver orders affect- 
ing the movement of trains, in con- 
junction with his duties as trainman, 
would come within the proviso. 

Therefore, if the above means what 
we have exeellent reasons to believe it 
does, and the Rulletin of Nov. 14th, 1911, 
means that the Conductor is required 
to call up the Dispatcher and receive 
orders for his own or any other train, 
after having been on duty the length 
of time Mr. Paschal was on this date 
in question, then we are at a loss to 
understand how the Company was 
placed in the attitude of being more 
of a law-breaker and subjecting it to 
a more severe penalty under the law 
by his engineer going to Lithonia than 
it would have been had Mr. Paschal 
taken orders over the phone at Con- 
vers, on the above date, as is indicated 
in your communication that he should 
have done. 

I said that as evidence that others 
understood your Bulletin of Nov. 14th, 
as Mr. Paschal did, that many 
others had done from tim® to time just 
what Paschal did on this date, and it 
was hard for a practical railroad mam 
to understand how it could be done 
without knowledge on the part of the 
officials. Yet, nothing had ever been. 
said to anyone,

The bulletin simply requires that “If 
a train is caught without instructions 
on main line at any point by the ex- 
piration of the 16-hour period, the 
crew will place train in sidetrack, ge 
off duty and report action to Dispatch- 
er.” The bulletin contains nothing 
whatever about the conductor receiv- 
ing orders for his train or any other 
train. therefore what you say is not 
germane to the subject. . 

In the discussion at our conference 
you gave as one of vour reasons for 
requesting Mr. Paschal’s reinstatement 
that others had committed similar of- 
fenses since the issuance of the bulle- 
tin and had not been suspended or dis- 
missed. That statement was suscepti- 
ble of but one interpretation, viz., that 
there was justification in Mr. Paschal’s 
act. : 

There is no room for misunderstand- 
ing my words “to restore such a man 
to our ranks without any reason whit- 
ever.” It.is known by you and others 
that Mr. Paschal’s personal character

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WOMAN KILLED 
BY STRANGLING 
Physician Gives Damaging Evi- 


dence at Preliminary Trial 
of Attorney Gibson. 


September 30.—Dr. 
Otto H. Shultze, of New York, a cor- 
oner’s physician, testified this after- 
noon in the preliminary examination 
of Burton W. Gibson, and said that 
Mrs. Rosa Menschik Szabo, with whose 
death Gibson is charged, ‘died of 
strangulation and not of drowning. 
Upon his testimony District Attorney 
Rogers declared, the state’s case must 
stand or fall. 

“For three inches above the larnyx,” 
Dr. Shultze testified, “her throat was 
entirely closed. Death was caused by 
strangulation by compression of the 
upper part of the neck and the floor of 
the mouth, from without.” 

Dr. Shultze detailed the autopsy he 
performed on Mrs. Szabo’s body when 
i was removed from the cemetery in 
Jersey City, where Gibson, who was 
the woman’s lawyer, had ordered it 
buried. Adjournment for the day was 
reached with Dr. Shultze on the stand. 

After adjournment Dr. J. J. O Reilly, 
professor of medico-legal Jurispru- 
dence at St. Lawrence university, here 
to combat for Gibson the theory that 
Mrs. Szabo did not die of drowning, in 
a Statement said: 

“Dr. Shultze’s testimony was 
learned and beautiful §ecture. His 
analysis shows that death eould have 
been due to any of halt a dozen 
more causes, including heart disease, 
acute indigestion, uremia and drown- 
ing. Thousands of persons have 
drowned without inhaling water. It 
fits in beautifully with the defense.” 

Several state’s witnesses preceded 
Dr. Shultze. John ©_Minturn,, 
keeper near Greenwood lake, in whose 
waters Mrs. Szabo died, testified that 
Gibson and his companion were ex- 
changing places. at-the moment thetr 
boat tipped over. He declared that he 
saw tie boat rock and capsize, the 
struggle in the water, the reappear- 
ance of the man above the surface and 
his clinging to the craft as it drifted 
away. é . 

Willlam Krompf. of Rutherford, N. 
J.. was 500 feet away in his motor 
beat when the boat capsized. He heard 
Gibson yell, and seon was beside him.
